Chairman Marcel Joyal gave » 
detailed report of the Kingston re- 
gional conference hclà in the sec- 
ond week of October. He outlined 
past achievements and future plans 
and services of the federation. 

The chairman also announced 
that there would be a general 
meeting on Wednesday, November 
12, for further discussion on the 
formdsion of the council and the 
forum.

Recent developments within the 
United Nations Security . Council 
were the topic for discussion " at 
the Marxist study Group held in 
the Union New Room yesterday 
noon. 

Lionel Albert gave a brief in- 
troductory history of the Security 
Council. He stated that many basic 
ideas have been discarded, while 
ideas have been disarded, while 
new ones have been introduced 
into it. He further said that the 
press has been carrying on a wai 
campaign to support Fascist puppet 
governments in former e::emy 
countries and to prepare the public 
for World War 111. 

Mr. Albert concluded that the 
only way for the U.N lo maintain 
peace was by co-operating more 
closely with Soviet Russia, and by 
the revival of Roosevelt's ideas by 
men like Wallace as well as a 
complete ending of warmongering.

By The Canadian University Press 
The University of Toronto Stu- 
dents Administrative Council has 
pa scd two motions aimed at de- 
creasing the cost of higher educa- 
tion at Varsity. It approved the mo- 
Hon that the S.A.C. make addresses 
to the Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs, through the proper channels, 
urgently requesting that D.V.A. 
raise allowances for veteran stu- 
dents in accord with the increased 
cost of living. That the SAC re- 
quest that the Department consider 
radically changing the whole 
.-chernc of allowances to married 
students, since these allowances are 
greatly inadequate. 

The Council heard the report of 
the committee investigating the 
rise in fees in which the committee 
slated that the problem was one 
beyond the jurisdiction of the 
SAC but of concern to students as 
citizens. " ' 

It deprecated the action of the 
University in announcing the rise ! 
in fees and bur.aries provided to i 
alleviate the rise at a time when 
students were not in school and | 
could not therefore have- proper 
knowledge of the bursaries. 

An open meeting will be held at 
which interested students may pre- 
sent their views o.j the problem.

Medical Attention Any Hour 
Feature Of Health Service 



few Mlldcnts at McGill fully 
i i >• the extent to which their 
V •■111 Servie: Is capable and de- 
sirous ol administering medical at- 
trition to them at any hour of the 
d^y or night. All students, espc- 
cluily those in residences other than 
tiiose under university jurisdiction, 
arc advised to take advantage of 
this service where a certified physi- 
cina is on call twenty-four hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

During the past six weeks the 
Student Health Service has given a 
thoroughly physical examination to 
1,149 male students, and to 1.200 wo- 
nfcu al RVC. To date, no examina- 
ions have been conducted at Daw- 
ion College. 

With r:gard lo the X-rays, re- 
peated set-backs were experienced 



with the new machine since a part 
of the mechanism was found to be 
lacking. As a result, the apparatus 
used in former years was again 
utilized but the scarcity of plates 
and films caused subsequent de- 
lays. h:nce the reading of these 
has not yet been completed.

CBC Attack 
Marks Queen's 
Model Gov't 

Kingston, Ont., Nov. 7.— (CUP)— 
Queen's University campus con- 
versation today still largely feat- 
ures the first Model Parliament to 
be attempted by this university, 

which, held recently, saw the Lib- 
eral Government forces overcome 
Labor Progressive Parly opposition 
by a vote of 98 to 92. The session 
was the first of a' series, similar lo 
those which have been held at Mc- 
Gill for the past several years, and, 
like the latters. saw four Canadian 
parlies represented: C.C.F.; L.P.P.; 
Liberals and Progressive Conser 
vatives. 

Headed by their leader. A. Alan 
Beveridge, the government forces, 
after hot debate, put through a re- 
solution designed to return Cana- 
dian radio to private broadcasters 
As well, the Liberals succeeded in 
turning aside an amendment by a 
vote of 143 to 60. The government 
motion read as follows: 

"Resolved that the present sys- 
tem of control and operation of 
radio broadcasting is unsatisfac- 
tory i to the people of Canada), and 
the powers of the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation be revoked, 
and radio broadcasting be return 
cd to private enterprise under tech- 
nical governmental regulation." 

Procedure in Ihe model pallia 
mt-nt has been shaped along the 
lines of the Canadian House of 
Commons, with the House quorum 
set at 100 members. Speaker at the 
opening session was Prof. J A. 
Carry: 

Commenting, prior to the open- 
ing session, C.C.F. Leader Ed Me- 
Cullough pointed up the signifi- 
cance of the new Queens venture. 
•The (Parliamentary) Society will 
arouse Queen's people's interest in 
political affairs," he said. 'Whether 
the students take sides or not is 
immaterial, for the most important 
aim should be to get the intellectual 
elite of Canada into a well-inform- 
ed position, politically speaking' 

As well as Messrs. Boveridce and 
McCullough, party leaders on the 
Queen's campus are Ken . Binks, 
Progressive Conservative; and Don 
Heap, Labor Progressive.

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Music This Week I

Desire Dcfauw, the esteemed per- 
manent conductor and artistic dir- 
ector of Les Concerts Symphoni- 
qucs dc Montreal, led the orchestra 
in the second of this year's scries 
of concerts. The program opened 
with a surprisingly good perfor- 
mance of the Bach suite in D major 
—ihc one with the "Air." The 
Overture, the two Gavottes and 
the two concluding movements 
were rather ponderously jovial. 
Messrs. Le Compte, Jones, and Pcz- 
zclla (Trompettes"! should be com- 
mended for their fine, if discrete, 
performance. 

It may be added that to M. De- 
fauw's credit the "Air" did not 
reek with maukish sentimentality. 
Unfortunately, as much cannot be 
said for the "Midsummer Night's 
Dream Overture," which followed. 

The Shostakovich Symphony No. 
9 concluded the first half of the 
program. It is rather difficult to 
assess the true merits of an in- 
frequently heard composition, but 
in comparison with a recent per- 
formance by one of the New York 
orchestras, one got the impression 
that Mr. Dcfauw was off to the 
races in the fast movements, and 
unnncccssarily dallying in the Mo- 
derate Probably the happiest per- 
son in the hall at the end of the 
slow movement was the long-suf- 
fering bassoon solo. 

After the intermission. Witnld 
Malcuzinsky was displayed. Tho 
work on the altar was the Liszt 
Concerto in A flat, and was it ever. 
One might have excused head- 
tossing, wiggling, wriggling ' fin- 
gers, excessive and unnecessary 
rubatos. this business of rising six 
inches to each climax, sniffling the 
air aesthetically, wrong notes, and 
all the rest of this performers af- 
fectations, IF the resulting per- 
formance had had some musical 
taste or worth. It did not. 

Mr. Malcuzinsky lacks the sheer 
bravura necessary for a truly 
Lisztian performance and has lit- 
tle, if anything, else to offer in its 
stead. 

After the performance we had 
the good fortune to discover that 
one of our severest critics had 
been converted. Welcome to the 
fold.

Mr. Baxter Is to he warmly con- 
gratulated on a most interesting 
story, his conclusion "from the ar- 
ticles about Yugoslavia and per- 
ianal conversations. . . ." But. al- 
though the story contains a great 
deal of the human Interest touch, 
"sober reckoning" and foresight. I 
am afraid Its author has unwill- 
ingly gone in a direction diamet- 
rically opposed to logic, common 
sense and truth. He is not to be 
blamed. The constant hammering 
of untruths about Yugoslavia 'and 
friends' by this-sirie-of-the-watcr | **>'* 
press are the culprits. 

Mr. Baxter says that there art no 
civil liberties in Yugoslavia. "Forsc 
qui si forse que no", but neither 
Mr. Baxter nor anybody else on 
this side of the water ever worried 
about the total lack of any kind 
of liberties in pre-war monarchical 
Yugoslavia. Before the war Yugos- 
lavia was. a semi-colony exploited 
by foreigners. Yugoslavs were suf- 
fering, hut, apparently such a slate 
of affairs was considered dcinocral- 



Thc NARODNA OMI.ADINA, or 
People's Youth, is a unique youth 
organization embracing two million 
Democrats, Republicans, Agrarians, 
Socialist. Communists, religious 
young people, atheists, as well as 
completely apolitical specimens 
The Uniqueness of the National 
Front and of the People's Youth 
can easily be understood after a 
study and observation of their set- 
up and actual work.

RF.CONSTRUCTION and building 
of Socialism. He would have also 



ic abroad. Now, that the Yugoslavs seen that there is one purpose in 



have more civil liberties than may- 
be any other country surrounding 
her, and certainly more than any 
king would ever give her, Mr. Bax- 
ter beromes alarmed. It is true that 
Yugoslavs do not enjoy the same 



Yugoslavia's foreign policy. That 
purpose can be resumed in Tito's 
own words: "Wc want nothing that 
belongs to others, but. we shall not 
give any of our own". He meant 
"territory", "independence" and 



civil liberties we enjoy in this "honor". Yugoslavia does not in- 
country, but conditions, experiences I terfcre In anybody's business. No, 



and traditions in every country 
warrant different laws. Some means 
have to be employed to keep the 
250,000 ex-collaborators, fascists, 
saboteurs and spies from selling 
the country to foreigners as they 
did before, in 1028, 19,'I4 and 1941. 
Once Mr. Baxter, who no doubt 
means well, understands Yugos- 
lavia's history and the national 
liberation struggle, he will imme- 
diately stop considering this ap- 
parent lack of civil liberties as a 
threat to whatever he may think 
of. 

The author of "The Watch on the 
Adriatic" is suspicious of the dom- 
ination of the government exercis- 
ed by the Yugoslav Communist 
Party. There is no mystery about 
the Communist Party in Yugoslav- 
ia.. Once acquainted with the lead- 
ing role played by the Communists 
in the war, with the terrific losses 
sustained by its membership, the 
gratitude of the Yugoslavs, the res- 
pect every Yugoslav has for the 
Communist Parly. Mr. Baxter will 
cease eyeing the Communist "dom- 
ination" in a suspicious way. 

He objects to "confiscation of fac- 
tories". The truth is that factories 
were nationalized and their own- 
ers compensated. The only excep- 
tions were in cases where the own- 
ers actively collaborated with the 
enemy. Mines were nationalized in 



not even in Greece where she is 
directly concerned. On the other 
side, Yugoslavia does not like being 
interfered with. 

Then Mr. Baxter introduces the 
Cominform into the picture. Quite 
appropriate. The Cominform seat is 
in Belgrade. I know just as much 
abr.ut this outfit! the Cominform) as 
Mr. Baxter does. Still, that is very 
very little and I would not indulge 
in a serious discussion on ft basis 
of complete ignorance. However, it 
seems to me that the anti-Commun- 
ist propaganda and movement (sec 
Brazil and Chile, the U.S.) etc. has 
reached such proportions that the 
Communist Parties of Europe are 
I well justified, from THEIR point of 
I view to do what they did. I am 
just suggesting an answer, and by 
no means an apology. Yugoslavia 
being a state where Communists 
are not put in jail, Belgrade was a 
natural choice. This however does 
not prove that Yugoslavia automa- 
tically becomes a threat to any- 
body, and least of all, to Canada. 

It is easy to brand British Labour 
M.P.'s and U.S» Ministers as "red 
agitators." It is even easier not to 
mention the experiences of the Mc- 
Gill' group in any Canadian paper 
'with the respectful exception of 
the McGill Daily and other CUP 
publications. It is not so easy to 
imagine however that every for- 



in were practically nil. 

It seems that more than half of 
the students in the Faculty of Arts 
and Science arc prc-mcda and this 
might conceivably be so. There is 
no doubt however that each of 
the.-c students knows what his 
chances arc of going on to the 
graduate work of his choice. Didn't 
an article come out in The Daily 
last week staling. "2(1(1(1 applica- 
tions were turned down in the Fac- 
ulty of Medicine at McGill thi3 
year'.'" Didn't one of our friend- 
tell us that he knew a fellow who 
had gotten all firsts, was the cdi- 
tqr of a school newspaper, was 
president of the dramatic club, 
could speak several foreign lan- 
guages, but didn't have any pull, 
and so was denied entrance to the 
University of Dead Gulch medical 
school'.' Don't people look at us 
with tears in their eyes every lime 
wo. mention we're prc-mcds. and 
then disconsolately shake their 
heads? 

Though we know what wc arc up 
against, it still hurts to be dis- 
couraged thusly by these people. 
The psychological effect is some- 
times staggering. Students who 
have spent three or four years in 
the service and then return In give 
up ten years of their lives going to 
school nerd encouragement much 
more than even the medical student 
himself who is freed of the ever- 
present gnawing question. "Is this 
. _ 



work I'm doing all in vain? Will I 
get into medical school when I 
graduate?" 

One of the greatest boons to the 
pro-mod is a Pre-mcd Club, if only 
because the speakers and men as- 
sociated with the club are partial 
to the members and instead of dis- 
couraging on the folly of studying 
prc-medicine will on the contrary 
inform the students as to the best 
way to attain their goals. And that 
kind of "Gen" is what will do us 
I he bcsl good.

The vice-premier of Czechoslovakia 
and leader of the second-strongest 
party in the republic is a social- 
democrat loyally co-operating with 
his communist and nationalist fel- 



low. ministers in the carrying out of 
the country's 2-year-plan. 

Wherever real democracy is be- 
ing built in Europe we find a 
fraternal coalition of socialists and 
communists. This coalition was 
born of the realization by all 
Social- Democrats, that disunity of 
the forces of the left in their fight 
to peace and freedom can lead 
only to a victory of fascism. 

In 19;ll! the German social-demo- 
crats refused to take a resolute 
united stand with the communists 
against the Nazi menace. The 
French Rrpublic fell prey to the 
machinations of the Daladiers, Bon- 
nets and Co. In the absence of a 
united peoples' front. 

But this unity was born. It was 
horn in the ruins of Warsaw and 
Lidice, in the Crematoria of Os- 
wiecicn and Buchenwald. behind 
the blond-dripping barbed wire of 
thr "Politischcs" compound of 
Dachau and Oranienburg. where 
thousands of socialists and com- 
munists suffered and perished to- 
gether. It was born in the mountain 
'battalions of Italy. Yugoslavia and 
Greece where socialist and com- 
munist partisans fought and died 
together for a bettor world. 

That's how this unity was bom. 
It is the unity of men and women 
determined lo achieve freedom.

CAMSI Will Tackle Aid to 
Med Students and In terns 



The problem of aid to interns 
and thé question of summer cm. 
ploymcnt fnv medical students will 
be the main items on the agenda 
at the Eleventh National Conven- 
tion of the Canadian Association of 
Medical Students and Interns to 
be held on November 1.1-16 at 
Queen's University in Kingston. 
There will also be discussion on the 
further development of relations 
with the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation, and the National Film 
Film Board, as veil as discussions 
on the CAMSI Journal. 

The question of aid to interns 
whu today receive little financial 
assistance outside DA'. A. was 
tackled in a serious manner at the 
last convention held al McGill, A 
questionnaire designed to deter- 
mine the views of the medical stu- 
dent in Canada on the question was 
prepared and distributed to the va- 
rious schools in the country. The 
questionnaire has since been filled 
in and completed, and the results 
compiled by thr Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, who were also inter- 
ested in makins «lie survey. This 
convention proposes to develop 
practical steps that will be taken 
to impliinent the main points as 
determined from the npininns ex- 
pressed in the questionnaire. 

Slimmer employment for medical 
students was proposed this yoar as 
a national project to the national 
executive of CAMSI by a resolution 
passed ut a meeting of the McGill 
Medical Undergraduate Society on 
October 21. The plan is to survey 
all the available positions in the 
country that can be filled by medi- 
cal students, in public health labs, 
hospitals, drug companies, with 
medicsl missions and rural doctors 
who may require such help for the 
summer months. While some stu- 
dent' rin find positions similar to 
those mentioned above, it is felt 
that if a list of positions were 
available more students would he 
able in pass the summer holiday in 
an informative and a remunerative 
way. 

This year it is hoped that closer 
relations will develop between the 
Canadian Medical Association and 
CAMSI This convention will dis- 
cuss what practical activities 
CAMSI can undertake to be of 
use to the CMA and vice versa. 

The agreement with the National 
Film Board will be further strength- 
ened due to the greater interest in 
medical films that has been de- 
veloped since last year. This is an

Triumphs 
In China

The University of British Col- 
I umbia may well boast of one pre- 
| mod student who refused to be 
deterred by the overcrowded med- 
ical faculties on this continent — 
and went to another continent' His 
name is Bruce Smith «Arts '47), a 
Phi Gamma Delta whose approach 
to the problems of becoming a 
doctor is worth being placed on the 
record. 

With graduation approaching last 
May Smith befcan investigating the 
medical school setup. Like other 
aspiring doctors all he heard was 
the too familiar brush-off. "Sorry, 
overcrowded. Perhaps next year.'" 

Smith had little hope of gaining 
admittance to a medical school. 
Then through a friend in Shan- 
ghai he heard of an American Col- 
lege. Union Medical School, at 
Peiping. which was not over- 
crowded and might, accept students 
from Canada. 

He immediately applied for en- 
trance and was advised that if he 
"happened to be in Shanghai dur- 
ing the summer" it might be 
worthwhile dropping around for 
an interview. The letter informing 
him of this carried a' stamp valued 
at 4.800 Chinese dollars. 
REFUSAL POLITE 

With a little more hope. Smith 
appealed again, stressing the urg- 
ency of the situation. .College au- 
thorities answered with a note of 
polite discouragement. 

Political, financial and food con- 
ditions were anything but good. 
Finally, three weeks ago, the letter, 
was followed by a wire advising 
Smith he had been accepted. 

The rest was easier. Tne Chinese 
Consul co-operated in getting the. 
necessary passport and papers in 
order. , 

But transportation by boat was 
out of the question at that laîe 
date. The earliest boat would no! 
dock in Shanghai before October 
10, and by that time medical courses 
would be well advanced. He was 
fortunate enough to get passage by 
an American airline, and left 
Seattle on September 21 on a one- 
day flight to the Chinese city. 
AMERICAN-OWNED 

Union Medical College is Ameri- 
can endowed* and operated, and. 
Smith reports, is well-equipped in 
all important requirements. The 
course offered is accredited, cover- 
ing four 10-month terms. 

Excellent facilities are offered by 
the college hospital where Smith 
intends to interne. Because of the 
short vacation periods it is unlikely 
he will sec his home in Vancouver 
for five years. 

One inescapable difficulty con- 
fronted Smith in Seattle. He could 
take only 66 pounds of baggage. A 
gladstone bag and typewriter took 
47 pounds of the allotment. 

He left with a little prayer that 
somehow, sometime, his trunks 
would catch up to him.
